It is more often that way than other- 


wise. And therefore it is a pretty 
safe proposition to require that the 
administrative heads of government 
be shaken up every so often. But the 
only sure way to accomplish this— 
the only way the will of the major- 
ity can be expressed—is through the 
double primary.

A salary of $3,600 seems 
large to some people, but 1 can tell 
you on expert authority it is not suf- 
ficiently high to employ an able law- 
yer and keep him contented in public 
service on the bench. 


We need to cut out a few of these 


elective clerical jobs, combine them 
in a reduced number of appointed 
posts, and spend the salary saving in 
improving the conditions under which 
our judiciary operates.

Fight to Save Republic 


MADRID, Spain.— <#)— Spain's gov- 


ernment, stumbling into the closing 
days of a month of civil war beset 
both by armed Fascist siege and by 
rising Communist clamor for a "baby 
Russia," announced Sunday night 
seizure of a vast store of clearical 
wealth. 


Authorities said more than 200,000,- 


000 pesetas (nomirially about $26,200,- 
000) worth of currency, gold, jewels 
and negotiable securities belonging to 
the Sisters of St. Vinvent da Paul had 
been found by government account- 
ants registering deposits at the Bank 
of Credit Lyonnais. 


Contents of the sisters' safety de- 


posit vault, as listed by the govern- 
ment, included seven pounds of gold 
coin, 60,000 pesetas in state bonds 2 - 
000,000 in Spanish bank notes, jewels, 
religious objects and monies of' vari- 
ous nations aggregating 100,000,000 pe- 
setas and deeds for 93 blocks of Mad- 
rid real estate. 


General officers of the National Con- 


federation of Labor announced that 
500,000" pesetas in currency and nego- 
tiable securities had been taken from 
priests and nuns attempting to .flee 
the country and "is being turned over 
to the government." 


Gasoline Tanks Destroyed 


Radio messages exchanged by for- 


eign warships on the Northern coast 
indicated that rebel airplanes had de- 
stroyed a huge store of gasoline at 
Bilbao, after the tanks had been 
guarded from shelling by sea with a 
human barricade of rebel prisoners. 


Use of mechanical trench diggers 


marked a new phase of the govern- 
ment's defense program in the Gua- 
darrama mountains. An elaborate sys- 
tem of trenches and barbed wire en- 
tanglements was being built along 
foothills of the range. 


Anarchists and Reds Want 


More Action 


Assaults on Oviedo and Zaragoza 


continued in the North, with aerial 
and 
artillery 
forces 
participating. 


Nevertheless, 
powerful 
Communists 


and anarchist elements in the govern- 
ment militia, distcontcnted with the 
slow progress against the Fascist reb- 
els. • were menacing the heart of the 
defense. 


"Direct, brutal, violent" action to 


stop the revolt was reported as the 
cry of anarchists, dissatisfied, appar- 
ently, even with the nightly execu- 
tions throughout the country which 
were estimated to have cost the lives 
of severs Ithousand Fascists. 


The Communists have been urged by 


anarchist gunmen to seize complete 
power 
in Madrid. 
Discontent has 


spread to headquarters of the General 
Union of Workers, where the Socialist 
deputies, Caballcro and del Vayo, are 
in command. Those leaders, some ad- 
vises say, have been responsible for 
the direction of government forces in 
the last fortnight.

In the daily routine of any office we 


soon meet certain persons who are af- 
flicted with the condition commonly 
called "nervous." They are easily ex- 
cited, quite irritable, and disturbed 
about the temperature, a draft, the 
"sunlight, or some other minor physi- 
cal factor. 


Everybody knows that weakness of 
1 Sight or of hearing may seriously in- 


terfere with the ability of a person to 
make good in employment, but few 
.people realize that emotional instabil- 
ity may may be even a more serious 
factor in relation to working condition, j 
, Two people may be of equal intelli- 
gence, as was pointed out recently at 
,a meeting of the Industrial Health 
Research Board of Great Britain, yet 
one will be moody, resentful of criti- 
cism, frightened of his superiors, and 
self-distrustful, while the other will 
'be optimistic, adaptable, anxious to 
'advance, and full of initiative. 


The difference in the temperament 


of these two people may mean the dif- 
ference between their success and fail- 
ure. 


The motion pictures have repeated- 


ly depicted the reactions of subordin- 
ates when they were called "on the 
carpet" or summoned for an interview 
in. the head office. 


One type prepares for the worst. 


knocks on the door timidly, and walks 
in'with knees shaking. Another may 
be moderately apprehensive at first.

gin^, is quite capable of taking care of 
hiinseif. 


Executives of experience promptly 


recognize the emotional condition of 
the^ person concerned, and this recog- 
nition has much to do with the out- 
line of such interviews.

A survey of workers in an industrial 


plant in Great Britain revealed 17 girls 
out of -19 without any nervous symp- 
toms. Of the girls studied, some were i 
able to adjust themselves 
to noise, 


some had slight symptoms of nervous- 
ness in the presence of unusual noise, 
and some had severe symptoms. A 
group of 156 men gave results exactly 
like those of the women. 


When studies were made of absence 


from work, it was found that the nerv- 
ous individuals were much more like- 
ly to lose time from their work for 
slight causes than those who were not 
nervous. 


It is, of course, quite possible to ad- 


just working conditions to the tem- 
perament of the employe concerned. 
For example, in a certain industry 
there were two typists of equal intelli- 
gence and of equal ability. The phys- 
ical health of the two was about the 
same. 


Nevertheless, one had an apparent 


fear of observation and simply could 
not work while other people looked 
on. When she worked in a room alone, 
her speed and quality of work was as 
good as. or better than, that of the 
other typist. 


The first girl, who could work un- 


der any circumstances, however, was 
a more useful employe, because of her 
ability to the work of the institution 
concerned. 


While "nerves" are largely an emo- 


tional altitude and to some extent a 
reflection of the constitution of the 
person concerned, there is plenty of 
evidence to indicate that good mental 
hygiene applied in such cases will 
bring about improvement in quieting 
and controlling the person and that it 
Is well worth ,.. developing from an 
economic point JRf.-fview, as well as 
from that of efficiency.
